GIVE—-BUT NEVER GIVE UP 

For hundreds of thousands of heart patients, Feb- 
ruary is a month of prayer and Thanksgiving. 

“As a doctor. I can understand why, Many of these 
thankful people have actually cheated the undertaker. 
“Tt!s especially wonderful to be alive”, they say, “when 
even your doctor had little hope you'd pull through.” 

February is annual Heart Month. Is it any wonder 
that when it rolls around each year, that these people 
lift thei: eyes heavenward and say a prayer of thanks? 

Last week I visited with a friend who is recuperating 
from a severe heart attack. Two weeks ago he was 
under oxygen, his legs and abdomen swollen’ with fluid, 
blue as a huckleberry, breaths coming in short gasps. 
His nurse told me that the doctor said it was only a 
matter of hours. But they kept on stimulating him, 
kept on fighting. 

The next day he was not “quite so bad.” And the 
day after that a little better. And when I visited him 
last week his breathing was practically normal, his pulse 
was slow and regular, and all the swelling of his legs 
and abdomen had vanished and dried up like a rivulet 
in a hot spell. 

This man is but one of the many thousands in this 
country who are actually live ghosts. Given up for 
dead, they are now alive and kicking. 

I recall a inan in the severest attack of coronary 
thrombosis that I have seen. His blood pressure was 
zero. I could not feel his pulse or hear his heart sounds. 

His family, standing around the bed, exchanged 
meaningful glances. All of us had given him up for 
dead 

But, like a leaf that is at last stirred by a breeze on 
a sultry summer day, he fluttered his eyelids. Then his 
pulse struggled back and his blood pressure began the 
long climb. 

How long would you guess he lived? One month? 
A year? After all, there must be an end to the miracle. 
Yes, there was an end. But it did not come until 20 
years later! And it wasn’t his heart that gave up first. 
He died of cancer of the bladder. 

I recalJ that he used to bring me fresh tomatoes 
taken from his own garden. This was a yearly rite. 
It was his way of telling me he would never forget — 
or make light of—his amazing recovery. And every 
February he would make a sizeable donation to the 
American Heart Association. “If this little contribution 
can help some other hopeless person,” he said, “then 
I will feel I have done my part.” 

The annual heart drive raises a large sum, but 
the fight against the relentless killer is far from over. 
We have much to learn about diseases of the arteries 
and the heart. We can’t afford to become complacent 
—but we can afford to give more than we have in the 
past 

If you have recovered from a heart attack, from 
a stroke, from trouble in the leg circulation: don’t for- 
get to GIVE. 

If your husband has been given back to you after 
severe coronary attack: GIVE. 

lf your child with rheumatic fever has been spared 

heart complications by modern treatment: GIVE. 
___ If your baby was born blue due to a large hole 
in the heart; if the skilled hands of the surgeon have 
repaired that congenital defect, promising your young- 
ster a normal life: GIVE. 

But above all, I ask you normal people to GIVE. 
Call it a premium on your life insurance; a guarantee 
chat your money will help investigators forestall the day 
when your own circulation will fail, 

; It makes sense to spend your’ money for self-preser- 
vation when you are well. Don’t wait until heart disease 
strikes and brings you from the vertical to the horizon- 
tal—Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D.

SPARING THE ROD SPOILS THE CHILD AND PARENT 

Today's paverits are “so brainwashed by modern 
theories of child-raising that they stand in awe, trepi- 
dation and fear of their tiny offspring,’ Rabbi Stuart 
E. Rosenberg of Toronto believes. 

“Par tou many parents are walking around with 
feelings of guilt and inadequacy,” he declares in the 
current issue of Maciean’s. For this he blames “the 
most widely publicizea psychiatrists and psychologists - 
—the love cult who have interminably reiterated the 
idea that love automatrcally makes a child good and lack 
of love makes a child baa.” 

He says it’s time experts told parents “the truths 
that are constantly being rediscovered—including the 
fact that children need a firm hand over them,” 

Rabbi Rosenberg also attacks the theory that all 
personality traits are pretty well shaped during infancy 
and that consequently no amount of guidance and dis- 
cipline can change a cals character after a year or 
two. 

By accepting Hee false theories, he says, parents 
are getting 1esulis exactly opposite from what they in- 
tended, and are wrecking their children with too much 
love. 

If parents hadn’t been confused by these theories, 
he says, they wouldn’t “be afraid to that every cross 
word they uttered or every restraint they imposed might 
turn their children into neurotics or criminals or both.” 

He says children who don’t get the discipline they 
need grow into adults who can’t cope with life’s prob- 
lems. A 

“The child who has been given little opportunity 
to build up his own itiner defenses has a hard time 
drawing on spiritual deposits he never made,” the Rabbi 
says. : 
Parents who fail to administer discipline, he adds, 
often do so for selfish reasons: “They are afraid of 
showing too much control for fear of losing their child’s 
affections.’ But the frequent result is that the children 
grow to resent their doting parents and feel cheated 
at not heing properly prepared for adulthood. 

‘It is not difficult to pick out the products of spine- 
less parents in later life? They are self-centred. self- 
satisfied monsters who needed to be spanked, lovingly, 
and instead were spoiled. dreadfully.” he says. “Sparing 
the rod does spoil the child; it also spoils the parent.”

THE NEWSPAPER’'S ROLE 

This week, Dr. Claude Bissell talked to the Ont- 
ario Good Roads Association about the distinctive 
roles of newspaper, books, and radio-television in our 
lives. 

A person reading a book is regarded as an in- 
telligent human being, said the President of the Uni- 
yersity of Toronto, But let him switch on his radio 
or television set and he is often treated as a simpleton 
—resistant to instruction, however interesting, but 
avid for entertainment, however feeble. 

The newspaper has a foot in both camps. In some 
respects it is a private means of communication, like 
a book. But there are newspapers that try to appeal 
to mass audiences by using techniques which are also 
found in television and radio—by oyer-emphasis, oyer- 
simplification, and a bizarre jumble of headlines. He 
added that it is easy to distinguish these journals from 
newspapers that furnish balanced reports of the news 
along with “reflective, sometimes distinguished, com- 
mentary.” 

Dr. Bissell said the private interests now acquiring 
Canadian television licenses have an opportunity to 
produce more programs with serious content which are 
what most of us really want.

MORE CHAFF THAN GRAIN 

Could government officials, rather than private in- 
dividuals, manage industry in Canada to greater advan- 
tage of the public — the public including both producers 
and consumers? Is there in Canada a privileged class 
that directs the economy to its own advantage at a cost 
to the public — the public including buth producers 
and consumers? 

The answer to the first question above would 
obyiously be no from anyone who has had personal ex- 
perience with the inefficiencies and rigidities of bureau- 
cracy. Only an impractical theorist would ‘believe that 
workers could earn more or buy more if the state had 
the decision on what farmers should zrow, factories 
produce, or stores sell. In the highly involyed process 
of production and distribution the millions of workers 
each seeking personal profit, pretty well winnow out 
the grain from the chaff. Leave the decisions to a few 
thousand planners and inevitably there will be more 
chaff than grain. 

On the second question above, whether there exists 
in Canada a class that for the common good should 
have its wealth and power turned over to the state, 

again the answer obviously is no. Who are these 
wealthy and powerful, and what could be taken from 
them to the benefit of all others? The man whose 
juvome is $1,000 a year would say that the privileged

but the $5,000-a-year man would say that he earns 
every penny of it, and so on up to the small handfull — 
fewer than 3,000 persons—whose income is over $50,000 
a year. And on the question of power, economic or 
political, is any person or group in Canada-really above 
the law ? 

Yet these two propositions — that government of- 
ficials can run the economy better than private in- 
dividuals, and that there is a privileged class that 
should be dispossesed — the basic platform of the 
new political party being sponsored by heads of the 
Canadian. Labour Congress (the CCL) and the Co- 
operative Commonwealth Federation (the CCF). The 
fundamental theory seems to be that the economy 
should produce for use rather than profit, and that total 
national income should go into one pot from which all 
draw out equally regardless of what they bave put in. 

It is not surprising that the doctrinaire socialists 
of the GCF would espouse these views, but it is odd that 
the CCL leadres would expect the million labour union 
members whom they represent to buy the argument. 
Union workers are not the have-nots; they are the 
well-pald who would be required to share their pro- 
portion of the national income with Canada’s lower- 
income earners — who out-number them. And if union 
workers think that industry's present management is

Honey Is Natural Sweet 

Good Source Food Energy 


Honey. which is sold in both 


granulated and liquid form, has 
approximately the same sweef- 
ening power as sugar but in 
addition contains moisture. 
Honey is the only natural 
sweet and a good source of food 
energy, according to food spec- 
ialists with the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Since honey contains water, 
it is necessary, when replac- 
ing one cup of sugar in a recipe 
by one cup of honey, to reduce 
the liquid by approximately 
one-quarter of a cup. Honey is 
added with the liquid ingred- 
ients in a recipe. For baked 
products, liquefy honey by 
heating over warm water (not 
over 140 degrees F.) before 
measuring. Greasing the mea- 
suring utensil lightlv prevents 


|the honey from sticking and 


being wasted. Honey should 
not be stored in a refrigerator. 

Besides its usefulness as a 
sauce for fresh fruits, fruit sal- 
ads, ice cream, pancakes, or 
waffles, steamed puddings and 
gingerbread, variety may be 
achieved by combining honey 
with lemon or lime juice, as 
well as with nuts, fruits or co- 
coanut, As aspread for bread, 
toast, biscuits, muffins, waf- 
fles and pancakes, honey may 
| be mixed with butter if desired. 


|For use as a sweetener in cold 


beverages or punches, blend 
the honey first with a little hot 
water, to make a syrup, then 
chill. In meringue topping, al- 
low a quarter cup of honey to 
one stiffly beaten egg white. 
Serve on a warm cake dessert 


| or a one-crust pie. In cakes and 


cookies, replace no more than 
half the suger with honey and 
make the necessary reduction 
in liquid. Honev tends to keep 
baked products.moist.

New Treatments Offer Hope 
For Victims of Colitis 

“My wife'ls very sick with 
ulcerative colitis,” writes Mr. 
W., of San Francisco. “I know 
her doctor is doing everything 
possible but you can’t blame 
me for hoping there is some 
new treatment that may help 
her suffering.” 

COMMENT: Ulcerative coli- 
tis is a chronic condition in 
which ulcers form in the lower 
bowel. The exact cause is un- 
known, although we are suspic- 
ious that psychogenic reasons 
can’t be discounted. That’s why 
we sometimes refer such pa- 
tients for psychiatric help. 

I know you will be interested 
Mr. W., in an article on the sub- 
ject in the Journal of the Am- 
erican Medical Association

of Jamaica, N.Y. It gives 
proof that even severely ill pa- 
tients with disease may have 
hope for relief. So don’t give 
up on your wife’s chances. 

The doctor mentions the 
case history of a woman of 32 
who developed an acute, toxic 
ulcerative colitis. She ‘e- 
mained bedridden. Her eye: 
balls were sunken, skin dry, 
pulse rate 150 and blood pres- 
sure down to 90. 

She was having over a dozen 
bloddy stools a day. Her tem- 
perature rose to 102 and 
cramping abdominal pain was 
persistent. Because of her blood 
loss she was now very anemic. 
She was delerious, She was giv- 
en saline and blood transfus- 
ions. 

Tn spite of other treatment 
such as corticosteroids, opiates 
sedatives and antibiotics, she 
remained critically ill. Prey 
ious examinations of her colon 
had shown extensive ulcera- 
tions. 

Within one week this appar- 
ently hopelessly sick girl re- 
covered dramatically. What 
produced the change? She was 
given intensive treatment with 
ACTH, gold salts, phenylbu- 
tazone and vitamin B12.

MOST IMPORTANT BUSINESS 

Education today is not only everyone's business 
but everyone’s concern. With skyrocketing enrol- 
ments, insufficient classrooms, and an increasing 
shortage of qualified teachers, education has become a 
nation-wide problem, ‘There is just not sufficient of 
anything, except students to meet the needs of present 
day requirements. 


To study the statistics issued by the Canadian 
Conference of Education gives one pause for thought 
for we find that in the past year 68,000 more young 
Canadians were seeking enrolment in colleges as com- 
pared with the year before. And the picture doesn’t 
end there. For the 155,000 teaching posts in Canada, 
there are only 110,000 qualified teachers available. 
Next year there will be a probable seven thousand in- 
crease in the former but only an additional five thou- 
sand teachers to instruct them. As anyone can see we 
are fast losing the battle to supply and demand. Nor 
is our building program keeping up with the need for 
extra classrooms. 


Let us look at the education picture in Uxbridge 
over the past five years. In that time two new four- 
room additions were added to the Public School, seyen 
of them new occupied. At the High School a five- 
room addition was added. A new four-room Separate 
School was built and three classrooms are being used. 
Over 200 more students were enrolled in September 
1959 than were enrolled in 1955. This represents an 
increase of 50 students a year and Uxbridge is ob- 
viously not among the fastest growing communities in 
the province. 


These and other figures will bear out the fact that 
today more than ever before every attention must be 
directed to the needs of education. Sufficient grade 
and college classrooms must be made available, help 
offered to the brilliant students whose financial status 
may otherwise cut his education short, good wages and 
working conditions offered as inducement in attracting 
more qualified persons to the teaching profession. 
This is especially true if we are to provide the educa- 
tional opportunities afforded other young people around 
the globe. 


It is a problem that deserves the attention of 
everyone. —Uxbridge Times-Journal.

. Don’t Pick a Bull 
That Throws Twins 

When you have a set of 
twin calves born, you are not 
one jump ahead. “The occur- 
rence of twins in a dairy herd 
isn’t economical,” says Dr, J. 
G. Rennie, 0.A.C. dairy cattle 
researcher. | 

There are several reasons 
why twin calves don’t pay. 
One of the most important, 
says Rennie, is the freemartin 
heifer that can never repro- 
duce. Mixed twins (bull and 
heifer) occur in about 1% per 
cent of all births. And over 
90 per cent of these heifer 
calves are sterile. There is 
a higher percentage (5 per 
cent) of prematurely born and| 
stillborn calves in multiple) 
births too. 

The calving interval follow- 
ing twins is usually longer 
than after singles. “This could 
cut down on the lifetime num- 
ber of calves per cow,” he 
says. “And it could increase} 
breeding troubles in your| 
herd.” 

Top producing cows may 
have twins more often than 


the lower producers. But Ren-|. 


nie says “Recent U.S. research 
shows only a 3 pound butter- 
fat advantage for the twin - 
bearing cows.” Regardless of 
the production level, twinning 
still reduces the butterfat pro- 
duced in a laction by about} 
21 pounds. This is the result" 
of extra strain on the cow| 
when she freshens. 

Rennie advises a dairyman| 
to pick a bull that has not) 
been throwing twins, if he 1s 
to come into a herd where 
twins are common. Why? Be- 
cause research shows that 
multiple births are inherited.

TOWARDS THE FUTURE 

One modern paradox is that some of the men 
who ate engaged in the research that makes nuclear 
war possible are also the least desirous of seeing it 
happen. Beyond their ordinary human feelings, rein- 
forcec. by their knowledge of the horrors that would 
follow attacks with A or H bombs, they have gained 
some insight into the benefits that humanity may ex- 
pect from research and new inventions if it refrains 
from war. The scientists would like to be around to 
oy these benefits if they become available. 

One nuclear physicist, Dr. Howard A. Wilcox of 
the U.S. Department of Defence, recently gave the 
American Astronautical Society a preview of some of 
the developments he expects to come about in the 
next century. These include development of unlimited 
power through extraction of energy from the heavy 
isotypes of hydrogen; and unlimited food grown through 
the use of this power and modern chemistry, 

Dr. Wilcox also foresaw rapid, economical trans- 
portation and believed that this would help to change 
world patterns of civilization, breaking down barriers 
between nations by promotion of better understanding. 
He aiso believed that the big city, “that curse of modern 
civilization,” would disappear. The present trend does 
not seem to he in the opposite direction, but with un- 
limited power and cheap, rapid transportation, some of 
the causes for the present growth of cities would be 
removed. 

Another promise of the future that Dr. Wilcox 
announced was the invention of “pills to counteract ag- 
ing, prevent the growth of hair on the male chin and 
insure its growth on the bald scalp.” This promise, if 
kept, might in itself be a good reason for avoidance of 
nuclear war. It should particularly appeal to Mr. Khrush- 
chev —The Printed Word.

PARLIAMENTARY PRESS GALLERY NEEDS 
SERIOUS STUDENTS OF POLITICS 

Ottawa’s parliamentary Press Gallery is badly in 
need of reporters who are serious students of politics 
and who “are ambitious to do something better than 
grinding out daily xossip columns”, a prominent Cana- 
dian historian declares in the current Maciean’s. 

Frank H. Underhill, former curator of Laurier 
House and one-time professor of history, accuses the 
majority of Press Gallery reporters of having ‘‘paro- 
chial” ideas and interests and of avoiding measuring 
themselyes by the best British and American standards 
of journalism. 

“Since they obyiously haye not read any English 
prose for years except the speeches of Canadian 
politicians, the reports of Canadian royal commissions 
and the journalism of their fellow-Canadian newspaper- 
men, they are blissfully unaware how bad their writing 
is,” he says. 

While admitting his remarks are generalizations 
that do not apply to every reporter on Parliament Hill, 
he declares that the majority are “intellectually lazy 
and unwilling to devote the time and effort that are 
needed for an adequate study of the complex issues 
which it is their duty to report.” 

Underhill says the reporting that comes out of Ot- 
tawa deserves the same comment that James Reston 
of the New York Times once made about Washington 
columnists: “The average column sounds like a stuck 
whistle. Most colummists neyer surprise you. Hach 
day’s news is either a dreary and undistinguished report 
of the obvious, or merely a new peg for old, tired themes. 

Underhill says that when Canadian reporters are 
criticized by British and American standards, “they 
immediately take refuge in the old colonial apologia: 
Canada is a young country; we musn’t expect too much 
of ourselves.” 

But, he points out, members of other professions 
and arts in Canada have grown beyond this attitude. 
“Why shouldn’t our journalists also grow beyond it?” 


LIFE JACKETS FOR INFANTS : 

A British firm which has pioneered many life-saving 
devices, such as inflateable rafts, in the past forty years 
has just produced the very first life-jacket for infants, 
which was described by Robert Green in a recent BBC 
General Overseas Service broadcast. 

“Designed for babies and toddlers up to four years 
old’, said Green, “it is made of rubber-proofed fabric 
and weighs just over one pound. Normally it’s inflated 
automatically by a tiny cylinder of, carbon dioxide gas 
in a second and a half. Or the person looking after 
the baby can quickly pump it up by hand. 

“There's a harness of the snap, hook, and buckle 
type which allows the child to be put into the packet 
very rapidly in an emergency. And once in the water, 
the baby is comfortably supported — head well up. 
Most important there’s no danger of the life-jacket 
turning over, or drifting away and getting lost at night. 
One of its unique features is an automatic light that 
shines brightly for twenty hours. There's also a long- 
life-line which can be attached to an adult.”

Coffee 

You might serve one of the 
new frozen cream of shrimp 
or oyster soups, or a favorite 
canned or homemade variety. 
For three persons, allow one 
package of frozen fish sticks. 
While fish sticks are heating 
in oven according to package 
directions, scramble six eggs 
following your own favorite 
method. Dessert ds quick and 
easy too — just a mixture of 
fresh, frozen and or canned 
fruits, which should be allow- 
ed to chill for an hour or s0 
if time permits.

Cooling And Storing Cakes 

As soon as a _ butter-type 
cake is done, remove it from 
the oven and place the pan on 
a cake rack, advises the Home 
Economies Service of the On- 
tario Department of Agricult- 
ure. Allow the cake to covul 
in the pan for ten minutes, 
then loosen it from the sides 
of the pan with a spatula and 
turn it out on the cake rack. 
Remove the paper from the 
bottom of the cake and’ finish 
cooling it, right side up. 

Fruit cakes should be left in 
pans until cold, as they are 
heavy, yet tender, when hot. 

Immediately after removing 
a sponge-type cake from the 
oven, turn the pan upside- 
down, leaving an air space be- 
tween the pan and the table 
top. Do not disturb until cake 
is cool. 

Never cut cake when hot. 

Cakes may be stored in a 
covered tin or may be coy- 
ered and stored in the refrig- 
erator. 

After serving part of a cake, 
cover the cut surface with wax 
paper, which may be held in 
place securely with tooth- 
picks.

Destructiveness of 


Hydrogen 


“The frightful destructive- 
ness of the modern hydrogen 
bombs has brought about the 
present terrifying impasse 
where the only alternative to 
peace is global desruction.” 


Mr. Percy Rowe, former 
Alberta member of parliament 
made this pronouncement at 
the March meeting of the 
Lindsay Safety Group, Lind- 
say - Peterborough Division, 
IAPA. 


“We must live or die with 
the communists and most peo- 
ple prefer to live,” Mr. Rowe 
declared. Enlarging on this 
assertion, the speaker said: 
“We, therefore, must share 
and’ share alike or have our 
preponderance forcibly taken 
from us — the handwriting is 
on the wall... Our present 
method of crop curtailment, 
sabotage, waste and refusal 
to produce the maximum of 
our capacity is an open invi- 
tation to the overwhelmingly 
superior numbers in Asia and 
Afica to confiscate our wealth 
by force. 


“The spectacle of one-third 
of the world overfed and un- 
able to solve the problem of 
* embarrassing surplusses ’ 
while two-thirds of mankind 
are perpetually underfed, wiil 
at last exhaust the patience 
of non - white races who will 
have no choice but to right 
the immemorial infamies of 
poverty and despair in the 

, midst of potential abundance. 


“The age of dog-eat-dog, ev- 
ery man for himself, aimless 
planlessness, will in the very 
logic of history be replaced 
by the age of co-operation and 
mutual aid and the brother- 
hood of man. We have preach- 
ed brotherhood and exported 
the abstract principles of dem 
ocracy for centuries, and the 
time has arrived when we 
must practise them or per- 
ish.” 

Mr. Rowe interspersed his 
remarks with illustrative 


poems which are the product} 


of his own prolific pen. These 
included The Micacle, Solitary 
Life, Today, Brotherhood and 
others. 

The substance of his re- 
marks was further strength- 
ened by current quotations 
from (1) The Globe and Mail: 
“The nations of the West 
have tried to lift themselves 
by their own bootstraps in 
two major wars during this 
century. They have yet to 
prove their ability to operate 
the present economic system 
without recourse to war or 
war spending.” And (2) The 
Toronto Daily Star: “One of 
the failings of Western na- 
tions in recent years has been 
the inclination to measure 
the uncommitted countries 
with our own ideological yard 
stick. 

There is, therefore, a hint 
of hope in a Harvard univer- 
sity study made recently for 
the U.E. senate. Before it is 
too late, the report insists, 
Washington should abandon 
two of the key promises of 
its foreign policy: 

First, that the U.S. type of 
government is the best in ex- 
istence and that the new gov- 
ernments emerging in Asia 
and Africa should pattern 
themselves on it; 

Second that free enterprise 
is inherently superior to state 
enterprise.

Toronto —(UPI)—A coron- 
er’s jury has suggested that 
hospitals tighten their regu- 
lations covering the release 
of patients. 

The jury was inquiring into 
the death of Mrs. Mary Rich- 
ardson of Toronto who died 
seven hours after she was sent 
home from St. Michael’s Hos- 
pital following an accident. 


An autopsy showed she died 
from a rupture spleen but also 
had three fractured ribs and 
a misplaced collarbone. 

The jury said patients 
should not be permitted to 
exercise their own discretion 
about release from hospitals 
until a hospital officer was 
satisfied there was no serious 
injury. 

The 46-year-old housewife 
had told St. Michael Hospital 
officials that she was suffer- 
ing no pain.

URANIUM LESSON 

Cancellation by the United States of, its contracts 
for Canadian uranium is one more illustration of how 
eapricious and uncertain are the foreign markets for 
the products of our extractive industries. 

It also points up yet again that, important as these 
jadustries are to the national economy, their existence 
alone—unsupported by manufacturing industries— is 
far from being a guarantee of stable and continuing 
g;owth for the communities which are totally dependent 
upon them. 

The truth is that some manufacturing industry— 
Sanadians producing for Canadians—will always be an 
indispensable requirement for such a condition, and 
that national policies should be clearly directed to 
tnis end. 

Uranium may very well make a comeback later in 
the decade. There is every reason to expect that it will. 
But, for the moment, this is of small consolation to the 
thousands of Canadians who will lose their jobs or 
to the communities in which they live.

The Soviet Unicn has proposed that Red China join 
the United States and Russia in trimming their armed 
forces.

The largest passenger liner built in Europe since 
the war was launched at Belfast, Northern Ireland, this 
morning.

But it doubled 
back for another crack at Kansas and Towa, laying 10 
inches on top‘of six to nine inches of snow it brought 
to the area its first time across. 

The storm caused at least 14 deaths. In parts of 
Kansas, where six died, a total of 20 inches of snow fell 

two inches more than the expected yearly average. 
Parts of Illinois and Indiana had three to six inches. 

A new storm hit the Blue Ridge mounains of Virginia, 
halting a helicopter air lift of supplies to isolated moun- 
taineers.

Actually, in its anti-combines 
government seems something like the bear chasing its 
‘tail. It is the government’s tax policies that encourage 
many business mergers, particularly taxation in the 
succession duties field. Too, the increased efficiency 
in industry that Ottawa says is essential if our pro- 
ducers are to compete with foreign competitors often 
is possible only with the bigness in business that Ot- 
tawa is prejudiced against. And, finally, there are 
reports that because of the suspicion and uncertainty 
engendered by Ottawa’s anti-combines legislation, 
plants have closed down when a merger with a strong- 
er company in the same field would have prevented 
it; business-men have feared that, acting with ‘the best. 
of motives and entirely without criminal intent, they 
could run afoul of the anti-trust laws. 

But perhaps the cardinal point in the decision 


in the Canadian Breweries case is its’ ‘commonsense — 


finding that to register a conviction in anti-combines 
prosecutions the government must establish ‘harm to 
the public.

NERVOUS STOMACH, HEART BURN 

EXPLAINED IN MAGAZINE 

“No one is surprised if the stomach develops “colly- 
wobbles” when they are frightened or angry,” according 
to the current issue of HEALTH Magazine, official pub- 
lication of the Health League of Canada. 

What is not realized is that fear or anger may exist 
in an unrecognized form, and may, so to speak, be 
swept under the carpet in the ‘mind as being ridicu- 
lous, unworthy or intolerable. In such a situation, 
“fear” is usually known as “anxiety” or “worry” and 
anger as “resentment.” 

This is what the term “nerves” really means. The 
physical symptoms which result are similar to those 
caused by fear or anger, but may, by habit, become 
more complicated and obscure. Many, many conditions 
that were formerly thought to be organic diseases have 
turned out, on more sober analysis and investigation, 
to be caused by emotional upsets, or “nerves”. This is 
not to say that the symptoms are imaginary, They are 
very real and distressing, but are caused by misbehaviour 
of the organ involved, not by disease.

ACNE SUFFERER IN NEED 
OF PARENTAL SYMPATHY 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
two teenagers, a boy and 2 
girl. My boy's complexion is 
clear and fine. But my daugh- 
ter’s is marred by acne. She 
is miserable. She has been go- 
ing to the doctor, but is dis- 
couraged. She doesn’t want 
to go back, Can you tell us 
something about how to han- 
dle this problem? Sincerely, 
Mrs. D., Savannah, Ga, 

ANSWER: The most impor- 
tant thing to use in treatment 
is sympathy and understand- 
ing, The fact that you write 
for advice shows that you have 
not laughed off her problem 
— as so many parents do. 
They say: “‘Oh, forget it. You 
Il get over it. Don’t make such 
a fuss about it.” 

Little do they realize how 
a broken - out skin affects 
the happiness of teenagers. It 
creates a tremendous psycho- 
logical impact. I would guess 
that your daughter is keep:ig 
to herself, refusing dates (or 
not being asked) and ge e - 
ally having a miserable exis- 
tence. 

In refusing to go to the doc- 
tor again, she may be testing 
your interest in her. If you 
agree that it is silly to have 
medical help, you may be ad- 
mitting what she doesn't 
want to know: that you are 
accepting defeat, and that she 
is stuck with acne for the 
rest of her life. Therefore. 
insist that she see your doctor 
periodically.

This is an old story, and it is a sad commentary 
on the thought of processes of the average elector in 
the country that certain constituencies keep on send- 
ing to Ottawa as their representatives men who have 
so little sense of responsibility towards their community 
their province and their country that they find so little 
time to devote to the job which they have been elected 
to do. Members of Parliament today are reasonably 
well remunerated for their labours. One might imagine 
that remuneration would not be the prime consider- 
ation for a Member of Parliament; that there might 
be some measure of public-spiritedness. Undoubtedly 
there are members — and quite a number of them — 
who appreciate the honour that has been conferred 
on them and who-recognize their responsibilities; but 
statistics on the attendance in the House of Commons 
would suggest that they are considerably in the minor- 
ity. 

It is to be imagined that there is at least some 
element among those who attend nomination meetings 
and among yoters in general, who would be prepared to 
give short shrift to the representatives who are neglect- 
ing the job, which they sought and to which they have 
been elected. Unfortunately Hansard is not by any 
means widely read by the public — although it is avail- 
able to anyone—hence Mr. Average Voter, while he 
might read of absenteeism, has no way of knowing 
whether his representative is one of the sinners. 

The press, it would seem, might be able to do a 
job in this direction, Newspapers coutd help by pub- 
lishing, from time to time, figures showing the record 
of attendance in the House of the Members of Parlia- 
ment, who represent the constituencies that are served 
by the newspaper. Radio and television could also help.

Predictably, the inevitable consequence of this 
mass preference for the last half of July or first half 
of August is mass inconvenience in the shape of con- 
gested highways, choked resorts, limited accommoda- 
tion, poor service. And, of course, the higher prices 
that are always present where demand is greater than 
supply. 

All this hardly adds up to an enjoyable and bene- 
ficial vacation. Plainly, the sensible thing to do 1s 
follow the advice of the Canadian Tourist Association 
and contract out of this stampede by avoiding the peak 
period so far as possible. 

In other words, our chances of a pleasant and un- 
spoilt vacation will be much improved if more of us 
plan on going between the middle of June and the 
middle of July and the middle of August and the middle 
of September.

This is paradoxical inasmuch as it is occurring at 
a time when more than ever before experience, stability, 
and judgment are requisites in a thousand different 
spheres of work. 

The myth of the incapability of the over-forty work- 
er has been prompted by several factors. Fiction through 
plays, movies, TV, and in books always has a younger 
person in the lead role, be they executives, scientists 
or stetesmen, Fed on such a steady diet, we all be- 
come susceptible to the myth it creates and it frequently 
affects us when we set out to form general conclusions 
on the ability of people in various age groups in real 
life. In general we tend to contribute to the younger 
person the exclusive possession of certain desirable 
qualities and make other ‘claims on their behalf which 
experience should tell us are completely unwarranted. 

Although youth has more vigor for physically 
strenuous occupations, has perhaps more enthusiasm, 
flexibility, and adaptability, they do not have a mono- 
poly on these* qualities. And in the areas of general 
productivity, judgment, staying on the job, care of equip- 
ment and themselves, studies have conclusively proved 
the alder, experienced worker is superior. Too, the 
older worker is a good risk on the score of labor turn- 
over. Having found the kind of work he likes and is 
capable of doing, there is a little possibility of him 
wainting to “find greener pastures.” 

It is unfair and unnecessary to relegate our over- 
forty workers to the position of drones. By so doing we 
are depriving them of some of the most productive 
years of their life, barring them from earning a liveli- 
hood and taking away part of the incentive for living. 
When the unemployment problem is being carefully 
studied in the cold, clear light of a Canadian winter 
morning, it is hoped as much consideration’ will be paid 
the over-forty age unemployed group as it is to seasonal 
unemployed.—Uxbridge Times-Journal.

Too Frequent X-Rays

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
a nervous digestive tract, Fre- 
quently I have stomach cramps 
and a sore stomach.

month or six weeks is unnec- 
essary exposure. 


Numbness In Fingers 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: For 
months I have been having 
numbness in the fingers of my 
right hand. I have made an 
appointment to see a doctor 
about it but won’t be able to 
see him for another month. Do 
you have any suggestions in 
the meantime? Sincerely, 
Mr. R., Chattanooga, Tenn. 

ANSWER: Numbness may 
be caused by many conditions, 
One that is often overlooked 
is called the Scalenus Anticus 
syndrome. This small muscle 
compresses a nerve before its 
branches extend down into the 
arm, hand and fingers. This 
causes the numbness. Some- 
times the only effective treat- 
ment is surgery.

Porter, living 
alone in the house, was awak- 
ened by a noise which he des- 
cribed as being like mice run- 
ning around. Knowing there 
were no mice in the house, he 
continued to shake off the ef 
fects of slumber. Seconds lat- 
er there was a ‘crash’ which) 
he first interpreted to be snow 
sliding off the house’s alumin- 
um roof. But by this time he 
was fully awake and he realiz- 
ed the place was full of smoke. 

The house seemed to be on} 
fire all over, he recalled. Mak-| 
ing a beeline out of the house} 
by way of the summer kitchen, 
Mr. Porter made a couple of 
trips back for personal effects 
before going for help. He hesi- 
tated to leave without making 
an effort to salvage what he} 
could because he feared his 
truck mightn’t start. However, 
when he couldn’t get in the 
house on a third attempt, he 
made for the truck. It started, 
and he was off for neighbour 
Howard Jackson’s home. From

Councillor Gordon Pepper, 
a member of this year’s Rec- 
reation Commission, and last 
year s chairman of the now de- 
funct Recreation Committee, 
informed Town Council Thars-| 
day evening that Mr. Reg Cox 
will get an answer to his appli- 
cation for the vacant. position 
of Recreation Director for the 
town. 

This announcement came af- 
ter Mr. Pepper had been ques- 
tioned by council members re- 
garding the matter. An editor- 
ial asking why Mr. Cox had not 
received a reply to his appli- 
cation submitted in October, 
appeared in Thursday’s copy 
of “The Post.’” 

Mr. Pepper made the an- 
nouncement at a committee 
meeting of the finance com- 
mittee of Council being held 
to discuss tentative figures for 
this year’s budget. 

The recreation commission 
member disclosed during a 
lengthly debate on the recrea- 
tion problem, that he would 
ask that the tentative budget 
figure be the same as last 
year—$9,000. 


Councillor Bruce Maidens} 


questioned whether this am- 
ount would be needed if no di- 
rector were hired. “Do you 
need a director, why not just 
run an arena,” asked the Coun- 
cillor. 

Mr. Pepper disclosed that he 
hoped to hire .a director,|

Victoria County council is 
convinced it should do some- 
thing to derive more revenue 
from a township within the 
county which is - reportedly 
privately owned. 

The township is Longford 
and it is reported to be owned 
by American interests which 
are using it as a private hunt- 
ing and recreational preserve. 

It came under discussion 
when Reeve John Childs of 
Dalton and Reeve ©. 0, Hodg- 
son introduced a resolution 
calling for the construction of 
a road to serve Northern Vic- 
toria County’s lakeland. The 
resolution suggested that the 
road be hooked onto secondary 
road 505 at Uphill and run 
through to Vankoughnet in 


Muskoka, just beyond the 
northern limits of Victoria 
County. It proposed to have 


the new stretch of road link up 
with an undeveloped road 
right-of-way passing through 
part of privately-owned Long- 
ford Township. 

Reeve Childs said he thought 
the development of such a 
road would serve to open up 
a beautiful lake area in North- 
ern Victoria which in turn 
revenue 


would bring more 
to the county. 


like to see something done 
about Longford township to 
make it provide more income 
for the county. Anexperienc- 
ed timberman himself, Mr. 
Hodgson said there was en- 
ough timer in the township 
to pay for it, He charged that 
Longford Reserves, owners of

FRENZY FOR FREEDOM ’ 
The Northern Rhodesia demonstrations against Bri- 


tish Colonial Secretary Macleod are further symptoms, 
added to those in South Africa, of black Africa’s hunger 
for equality. ; 

Current troubles in the Federation of Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland stem from fears that in Prime Minister 
Roy Welensky’s demand for Dominion status in the 
Commonwealth, black Africans may have to face the 
apartheid policies of the Afrikander-dominated state 
to the south. 

This explains the chant of the Northern Rhodesians: 
“Mac, don’t lose your nerve.” The black man would 
rather continue under British protective colonialism than 
change to dominion status with its looming spectre of 
segregation. 

Extremists in thé federation led by Hastings Banda, 
are clamoring for another alternative, unrestricted self- 
government after the Ghana pattern, which would give 
the seven million blacks control over 300,000 whites. 

This drive by ambitious nationalists, bent on rousing 
the inert masses and taking over the whole show them- 
selves, has in it the seeds of disaster. The desire for 
nationalism, which could bring advantages under native 
leadership, is understandable. But it also has its violent 
side in a multi-racial territory where up to 90 per cent 
of the people are illiterate and tribal. 

On the wisdom and tolerance of a handful of white 
and black leaders the future of the federation, as for 
the whole of Africa, depends—The Telegram.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My 17- 
year-old son has developed a 
stubborn case of athlete's fout. 
{imagine he picked it up in the 
high sehool gym where all the 
kids take a common shower. 

He tells me they don’t even 
have containers of antiseptic 
solution which they can walk 
through to prevent infection. 
May I have your views on this 
problem? I’m sure other par- 
ents are also at a loss about 
what to do. Thank you. Mrs. 
L., Miami. 

ANSWER: There’s just as 
much a mixup about what caus- 
es and cures athlete’s food as 
what causes and cures a com- 
mon cold. For that reason 
we still hold on to many out- 
moded, unscientific ideas. 

For example, consider the 
antiseptic tank you mention. 
At many public (and private) 
swimming pools you will see 
swimmers take this foot bath 
before they jump into the pool. 
When they step out, back they 
go to the “antiseptics” to ward 
of that ol’ debbil Dermatoph- 
ytosis (athlete’s foot). 

Sorry to disillusion you: 
‘taint so. Modern scientific in- 
vestigation seems to prove that} 
|all this is a waste of time.) 
Dunking the feet in antiseptic 
will not prevent the condition. 

Likewise, it is useless to} 
sterilize articles and floors in| 
showers and bathrooms. The 
truth is that most of us carry 
the fungi that cause athlete’s 
foot in the outside horny lay- 
| ers of the skin of our feet. Un-) 
‘der proper conditions they 
\invade the actual skin of the 
feet—but not before. 

It will interest you to know

If you already have the con- 
dition, you might ask your duc- 
tor if he has had any exper- 
ience with the new drug taken 
internally: Griseofulvin.

VACATION SEASON MUST BE SPREAD 

During the period of July 15th to August 15th, far 
too many vacationers are disappointed by lack of ac- 
commodation in Ontario’s resort areas, because of over- 
crowding, resulting from concentration of vacations 

“at this time, the Bulletin, official organ of the Ontario 
Tourists Courts Association, states in its February issue. 

Recently, the Bulletin reports, the Canadian Tour- 
ist Association called a meeting of business and labor 
leaders, Canadian Merchants’ Association and Cham- 
ber of Commerce officials to enlist their aid in broaden- 
ing the tourist season. At the meeting, it was sug- 
gested that personnel of large business and industrial 
establishments, particularly, might be advised through 
house periodicals, bulletins and at staff meetings, of the 
advantages accruing from staggered vacation periods. 

Many more vacationers could be more comfortably 
accommodated if they planned their annual vacations 
for the earlier summer weeks and during the period 
from the latter part of August through September and 
right through the fantastically beautiful autumn season, 
which more or less officially ends with the Muskokas 
and Haliburton Fall Color Cavalcade and Festivals. 

This program has also been advocated in Ontario 
for at least two years by the Joint Board of Travel As- 
sociations and, the Bulletin states, is part of the Board’s 
public relations program in the U.S.A. 

This is a serious problem to vacationers and tourist 
operators alike, the OTCA Bulletin states, and recom- 
mends that various organizations which are bringing 
the matter to the attention of employers, employees and 
the public generally should be commended. 

The Ontario Department of Travel and Publicity 
has been recommending off-season vacations and encour- 
aging off-season conventions to assemble at resort estab- 
lishments, for several years——(Ontario Travel News)

GYP ARTISTS 

According to reports in a “number of exchange 
papers the gyp artists no longer wait until spring to 
make their rounds. They are now making “hay” from 
an unsuspecting and susceptible public practically all- 
year round. The subterfuge they display makes it more 
difficult than ever before to pinpoint the dishonesty 
in their dealings. Well-dressed, of fair appearance, and 
with slick command of English they can, and too fre- 
quently do, make a good impression. But don’t trust 
the door to door callers, or you will probably find you 
are saddled down with an unwanted product and some, 
ten to twenty “easy” payments to make on same. 

The gyp has invaded practically every field. He 
will sell you windows, a complete set of dishes, a gar- 
barge disposal unit, or water softeners. Cost of them 
will be below the prices quoted by your home town sup- 
lier, But, on second look (usually after it is too late) 
such products are also found far below the quality 
merchandise that your local dealer will back. Before 
you buy from a door salesman, no matter who he says 
he is or what he represents, check and see if it’s on 
the level. 

In the case of the gyp artists, wrong until proven 
right is the best policy—Uxbridge Times-Journal. 


THE ECONOMIC BOOM IN WEST GERMANY 


They're living high in West Germany these days. 


Just 15. years ago a war ended... a war that 
left Germany starving, tattered, wrecked, defeated. 

From these ashes of defeat rose the Phoenix that 
is West Germany today . . . an industrial giant playing 
a leading role in European commerce. The people of 
this prospering land are living it up in an economic 
poom the like of which the oldest living German cannot 
remember. 


In 1948 the western allies reorganized West 
Germany's currency . . . gave each citizen the equiva- 
lent of $9.52. Today there are 3,502 millionaires in 
West Germany and more coming all the time. 

Industrial production is increasing so fast the labor 
market can’t keep up with it. Wages too, are skyrocket- 
ing... bringing the Germans a higher standard of liv- 
ing than anyone else in Western Europe . . . apart from 
Britain. Last year the average work Te went down 
from 48 to 45-1 hours. At the same time basic salary 
rose to $25.30 weekly .. . compared to $14.35 in 1950. 

This isn’t bad considering that a fair sized steak 
costs 60c . . . bread sells for 17 cents a loaf... and 
eggs go for 20 cents a half dozen. 

Gleaming cars rush up and down the rebuilt streets 

. restaurants are full of well fed men and elegantly 
dressed women who think nothing of paying $25 for 
a meal. And a working class restaurant serves a good 
three-course meal for one meal. 


Store windows bulge with refrigerators . .. wash- 
ing machine . . . T.V. sets . . -Hi-Fi record players 
. . . all of which are being snapped up by customers 
at a rate faster than anywhere else in Europe 

In 1953, only two per cent of West German homes 
had refrigerators. Today, the percentage is 25 and ris 
ing. The country has 4,000,000 television sets... a 
staggering figure considering there is only one net 
work that transmits just five hours daily. And there’s 
a waiting list for T.V. sets that sell for $160 and up. 

Other marks of prosperity . . . since 1950, cigar- 
ette consumption has tripled . . . coffee consumption 
has quadrupled .. . . beer consumption is up by one 
third ... and they’re drinking 10 times as much cham- 
pagne. 

There’s an interesting sidelight to the German pros- 
perity story. Recently federal president Heinrich Luebke 
said the 53 million west German would be willing to 
give up all this easy living !f necessary . . . to be re- 
united with their 17 million East German brothers. 

However . . a poll by a Frankfurt newspaper (The 
Evening Post) brought a completely different answer 
from readers. The paper says “The no’s outnumbered 
the yesses by far.” —(UPI) 


IMMIGRATION WAVE HELD 
KEY FACTOR OF PROSPERITY 

Without the post-war wave of immigrants, Ontario 
would not be enjoying Its present prosperity, Provin- 
cial Secrevary Dr. Mackinnon Phillips said recently in 
a talk on the importance of new citizens to Canada and 
to Ontario. 

“People make prosperity,” said Dr. Phillips explain- 
ing that the arrival of more people must inevitably stim- 
ulate an increasing prosperity. 

Dr. Phiilips said he believed that an even greater 
influx of carefully selected people from all countries, 
while relieving population pressures elsewhere, would 
provide in Canada and Ontario these human re- 
sources which we must have before we could even be- 
gin to tap our untold and still almost totally undeveloped 
natural wealth. He did not yet have the figure for 
1959, but in 1958 newcomers to Ontario had set up 
nearly 1,409 new enterprises here ‘which had provided 
employment for an estimated 45,000 people. Canadians 
should face up to the fact that our most important of all 
imports was people. 

“The vision I see,” Dr. Phillips said, “is one of 
lasting prosperity for Canada and for Ontario, with a 
level of living as yet unknown anywhere on this earth.” 

Referring to the difficulties which face those newly 
arrived in the province he urged settled Canadians to 
go out of their way to get 10 know Canadians by choice 
and to invire them into their homes. He said that the 
Ontario Citizenship Division which had its office in the 
Main Parliament Building was doing much to aid new- 
comers. A main function of the division was to provide 
within the government, a single central organization 
which could speedily channel all the enquiries of new- 
comers direct to the proper authority and direct to 
the individual concerned, even to making an appoint- 
ment with him. The division also undertook free-of-cost 
translation of educational, trade and professional docu- 
ments and certificates, and would arrange for their eval- 
uation when necessary.—Ontario Government Services.

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CENTURY OF ACHIEVEMENT 

The most important single development of the past 
100 years is surely the accelerating momentum of 
change, for the simple fact is that within its brief space 
of time the condition of mankind has undergone greater 
change than in the previous 1,000 years. 

It is hard for us to realize that, as recently as the 
1860s, most people—even in the advanced countries of 
the world—lived out their all-too-short lives in much 
the same way as their forefathers had done for hun- 
dreds of years before them. 

Hard, too, to grasp the fact that even at so late a 
date in history basic services we now take for granted 
— tap water, proper drainage and plumbing, paved 
streets and street lighting, to mention but a few—were 
virtually non-existent even inside the big cities. And 
harder still, perhaps, to think in terms of it taking a 
minimum uf three solid months to get from Halifax to 
Vancouver! 

These points were made by Mr. W. H. Evans, Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, in the 
course of an address before the sixth annual Couchich- 
ing winter conference, held recently under the auspices 
of the Canadian Institute on Public Affairs. 

Mr. Evans went on to consider the nature of the 
changes which have taken place since the end of the 
American Civil War in 1865, almost all of which: are 
rooted in the coming of industrialization as we know 
it and the technological revolution which has followed 
application of the mass production techniques originated 
by such men of genius as Colt, Whitney and Ford. He 
continued: 

“In the course of these past few decades invention 
and research have spawned the means to a whole new 
way of life—an immeasurably richer life, not for the 
few but for the great mass of people. The locomotive, 
the harnessing of electricity, the telephone, the auto- 


mobile, radio and movies, plastics and synthetics, elec-

tronics and miracle drugs, computers and jet aircraft 
—merely to enumerate these things is to realize the 
enormity of the changes that have taken place since 
the birth of the industrial era. 

And, of course, what must not be forgotten is that 
this is an accelerating process; the luxuries of yester- 
day are tending ever more rapidly to become the com- 
monplaces of today. Witness television, an electronic 
wonder ten years ago, an accepted piece of household

Word Portrait of 
A Perfect Doctor 


I have received (and re 
printed) a number of com- 
plaints from readers who dif- 
fer strongly with my ideas a- 
bout smoking, drinking, eat- 
ing, exercising, working and 
retiring. 

Being human, naturally I 
welcome the following letter 
which gives me a hearty back- 
pat. I thank Mrs. M. W. T. 
of Maryland for sending it. But 
I reprint it less for the reason 
that she says nice things a- 
bout me; more for drawing 
the portrait of.her own doctor. 
It wil] remind many of us that 
there are many medical men 
who dedicate their lives to 
their work. 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I read 
your interesting and very illu- 
minating column every eyen- 
ing. I would like to comment 
on our family doctor who we 
consider unique in our own) 
community. 


When we call his office, he 
answers the phone. He cares 
for each patient personally. He 
does not depend upon a nurse 
to take over some of his res- 
ponsibilities. 

He limits his practice to the 
number of patients he can suc- 
cessfully handle — and still 
have some time off for relax- 
ation. We can call him day 
or night. He will always take’ 
the time to fully explain; or 
listen patiently to our prob- 
lems. 

We can discuss everything 
fully and without fear of crit- 
icism or irritation on his part. 
We have a large family and he 
has helped us through some 
very trying times; always with 
patience and understanding. 

I would never consider hav- 
ing a pediatrician for my child- 
ren, beacuse I know a family 
doctor sees many more varied 
illnesses and problems that af- 
fect children than a pediatric- 
ian will ever see. Of course, 
if he calls for a consultation, 
I respect his judgment in want- 
ing to try everything — and I 
respect pediatricians. 

Often he makes a house call 
when I’m sure he knows it is 
medically unnecessary; but he 
also knows how reassuring and 
comforting it is for the patient 
who feels the need for him. Of 
course he charges, but his very 
moderate fee (less than his us: 
ual charge) is small compared 
to the reassurance and comfort 
he brings. 

The medical schools would 
do well to encourage young 
men to consider general prac- 
tice. They would be doing the 
public a great service. We 
need more real old country- 
style family doctors who will 
listen to our problems, direct 
us to a specialist when we need 
one. 

There .would be less need 
for a psychiatrist or psychoan- 
alyst if people could put their 
faith and confidence into the 
hands of a dedicated doctor. 
One more interested in his pa- 
tient than he is in the amount 
of money he will have made 
when he hangs up his shingle. 

Dr. Steinerohn, I think your 
patients must be very fortun- 
ate and I hope they fully ap- 
preciate you, because you seem 
very much like our own doct- 
or. I hope I see, in my lifetime, 
more young men following 
your footsteps. Sincerely, 
Mrs, M.W.T., Hyattsville, Md.

Write Final Chapter 
To Colourful History 


The final chapter in the 
coolorful history of the old 
Irondale, Bancroft and Otta- 
wa Railroad track will be writ- 
ten on March 3ist when the 
last train—a scheduled “mix 
ed run’— will travel from 
Bancroft to Lindsay. 


The train will have its reg- 
ular passenger car, freight 
cars and a special coach for 
officals. 


The train will leave Ban- 
croft at 9 a.m. on the morning 
of March 31st and will arrive 
here at approximately 1:05 
p.m. 


One of those expected to 
be on the train for the his- 
toric last run is J. M. Howland 
who is a grandson of the man 
who founded the I B & O 
80 years ago. 


Work crews are expected 
to commence work early in 
April lifting the old track. 
The work is expected to take 


time bridges and other struc-| 
tures will be removed. 


Incorporated in 1880 as the) 
“Toronto and Nipissing Eas-| 
tern Extension Railway Com- 
pany” then renamed in 1884 
as the more familiar “Irondale 
Bancroft and Ottawa Railway 
Company”. 


Actual construction was com | 
menced in 1887 when the line} 
was built from Howland on 
the Midland Railway (form- 
erly the Victoria Railway) to 
Irondale. Then in 1896 the 
line was extended to Bancroft. 
In 1910 the Canadian North- 
ern Railway acquired the IB- 
&-O to gain an access to the 
prosperous Lindsay area al- 
ready served by the Grand 
Trunk and Canadian Pacific 
Railroad and also as a portion 
of a proposed line connecting 
Orillia with Belleville. Final- 
ly in 1918 the Canadian North- 
ern became the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways as we know it 
today. 

The IB&O served a pros- 
perous lumber industry, haul- 
ing out timber and carrying 
in the necessary supplies for 
the various lumbering opera- 
tions and communities en- 
route. But, unfortunately the 
same lack of conservation and 

b planned lumber operations 
which have caused the demise 
of many a railroad (and towns 
as well) coupled with the ad- 
vent of good roads are now 
sounding the end for the pic- 
furesque IB&0. 

In recent years only the 
lightest of CNR locomotives 
have been allowed over this 
branch which was accorded 
the lowest grade of track con- 
struction classification. Now 
finally service has deteriorat- 
ed to one mixed train per 
week in each direction. Soon 
one will never again be able 
to ride the mixed up Victoria 
Ave to Howland and then 
through some of the most 
scenic countryside in South: 
ern Ontario to Bancroft.

Fishing Seasons, 


Regulations 


Prohibits Taking of Fish 
Before Trout Season Opening 


A summary of fishing sea- 
sons and regulations was is- 
sued by the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests 
here Friday. 

The regulations will apply 
to the Lindsay Forest District 
and will be effective in the 
Counties of Durham, North- 
umberland, Peterborough, Vic 
toria and Haliburton and the 
waters immediately adjacent. 
The report stated that the On- 
tario Fisheries regulations 
; prohibits the taking or at- 
tempting to take any species 
of fish before the opening of 
trout season in the counties of 
Durham, Northumberland, 
Peterborough and Victoria, 
which this year is April 380. 
and with one exception closes 
all fishing in these counties 
on the night of October 15. 


above noted counties are: 
Victoria County 
Speckled trout, April 30 to 
;Sept.15 with a 15 fish or 10 
pounds limit; brown trout, 
April 30 to Sept, 15, limit) 
five; rainbow trout, April 30

Effective soil treatments 
are dieldren, 2 per cent dust at 
the rate of 350 pounds per 
acre; or aldrin, 5 per cent 
granules at the rate of 140 per 
acre. 

Before planting, the insecti- 
cide should be spread evenly 
on the soil and mixed to a 
depth of 4 to 6 inches with a 
rotary tiller or a disk harrow 
Control is more effective when 
aldrin is applied in the fall. 


These recommendations are 
for soils that have about 15 to 
20 wireworms per square foot. 
For lighter infestations 250 
pounds of 2 per cent dieldrin 
dust or 100 pounds of 5 per 
cent aldrin granules per acre 
is satisfactory. 

Wireworms are usually 
creamy-white in color and may 
be found in the soil in yarious 
sizes to approximately % of| 
an inch in length. 

Wireworms injure plants by 
feeding on the roots and other 
underground parts of weeds 
and cultivated plants. They 
often render potato tubers un- 
marketable and kill other veg- 
etable plants by eating the 
roots off completely. 


Taking regular tests for tu-| 
berculosis, such as skin tests 
and other ease - finding tech- 
niques, could help to stamp 
out this disease in Canada, 
since prompt treatment on dis | 
covery of early symptoms can} 


usually cure the disease.
